Stocking stuffer -

Flashing reindeer noses, 
pens that light up and blink, 
and singing lollipops might 
seem like harmless stocking 
stuffers, but these novelty 
items have been found to con- 
tain a dangerous neurotoxin. 
Test results from 28 button 
cell batteries collected from 
children’s toys showed traces 
of mercury, according to the 
New England Zero Mercury 
Campaign. 
The Boston based organi- 
zation’s recent discovery 
| prompted them to amp up sup- 
port for state Sen. Susan Tuck- 
er’s new proposed legislation 
to restrict the sale of all prod- 
ucts containing mercury in 
Massachusetts.

“People have no idea that, 
when you throw these toys in 
the trash, the mercury goes up 
in smoke from incinerators,” 
said Sen. Tucker. “Once

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The money went into an 
account where it has been accru- 
ing interest ever since.

Call- 
ing it a profit-making venture is 
a difficult proposition when 
you're short in other areas like 
support staff, or the actual 
amount it costs to cover the 
event.” 

Major said that since budget 
discussions for FY 2006 are 
approaching in February, the 
Andover Youth Foundation 
chose an opportune time to meet 
with selectmen regarding their 
concerns. 

“I see the Youth Services as

Vispoli mentioned posting 
the position and collecting 
resumes as one option to consid- 
er in the process. Selectmen 
have not decided if they will 
consider other applicants.

| released into the air, it builds up 


in the fatty tissue of fish; hence 
we have signs all over the state 
warning pregnant women and 
young children not to eat fish 


from many bodies of water.” 


According to the most recent 
information provided by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection, the 
state’s five largest municipal 
waste incinerators emitted 587 
pounds of atmospheric mercury 
in 2002. 

Jerry Silbert, president of the 
Massachusetts Chapter of the 


| Autism Society of America, said 
| developmental disabilities in 
| children have risen dramatically 
| across the state, and calls mer- 
| cury the leading culprit. 


According to Silbert’s 
research findings, 15 years ago 
three to four kids per 10,000 were 


| diagnosed with neurological disor- 


ders, compared with 100 to 150 
per 10,000 today. 

“Mercury is the second-most 
deadly poison in its natural state 
known to man,” Silbert said. “The 
only thing more potent is radioac- 
tive uranium.” 

Saunders said EPA statistics 


| that also show one in six women 
of childbearing age having unsafe 
| levels of mercury in their bodies is 


enough proof for lesislators to 


| phase out mercury in all retail 
| products now.

ardous waste bay, Saunders said. 

In Andover, certain mercury 
products, like household ther- 
mostats, can result in a $100 fine 
for improper disposal. 

The town Health Department 
and Public Works both have drop- 
offs for used batteries and other 
items containing mercury. 

Old mercury thermometers can 
even be exchanged for new ones, 
according to Everett Penney, town 
health director. 

“We have a 10-gallon bucket 
here that gets filled up about four 
times a year,” said Penney. “There 
are also drop-off boxes at Radio 
Shack in Shawsheen Plaza and at 
the circulation desk in the library.” 

High levels of atmospheric 
mercury perpetuate the regular 
posting of signs at lakes, rivers 
and ponds — including Andover’s 
Pomps, Haggetts and Fosters 
ponds — Penney added.

glas Petersen (D-Marblehead), 


will pass so that Massachusetts 
can follow the lead of other New 
England states such as Maine, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island, 
which have already adopted laws 
to significantly decrease mercury 
levels by 2010. 

If enacted, the Tucker-Petersen 
bill would restrict the sale of mer- 
cury containing products and 
require that manufacturers set up 
programs to keep them out of the 
waste stream. 

“More and more studies are 
linking mercury with various neu- 
rological disorders,” Tucker says. 
“We shouldn't be risking our chil- 
dren’s health.” 

But without product warning 
labels, there is no way for con- 
sumers to know what they are get- 
ting. One expert reveals that even 
the most unassuming items can 
harbor environmental poisons. 

“Mercury-containing batteries 
are often used on very inexpensive 


short-lived products that light up 
or make noise, as in a greeting 
card or light-up keychain,” said 
Catherine Galligan, researcher at 
the Lowell Center for Sustainable 
Production. “When they burn out, 
they're just thrown away in the 
trash, with the battery still in 
them.” 

Galligan, who was part of a 
research team studying alterna- 
tives to mercury button cells, sug- 
gests purchasing products that can 
run off rechargeable or alkaline 
batteries instead. 

Mercury is generally used in 
batteries to prevent a build up of 
gas, said Galligan. 

“My advice to parents would 
be to think twice about buying bat- 
tery powered products that are 
going to get thrown away quick- 
ly,” said the researcher. “There are 
alternatives out there, and several 
alternatives are still in their infan- 
cy but the market is working in 
that direction.”

lion, and said his client was 
pleased the town was ready to 
take serious steps toward build- 
ing the memorial. 

“Mr. Wood was always in 
favor of letting the account 
grow. The town is really in the 
driver’s seat,” said Rattigan. 

Though the town needs 
Wood’s approval before erecting 
the memorial, Rattigan said he 
was not aware of any specific 
ideas or requests his client had. 

However, the town is 
required to include on the 
memorial a bronze plaque with 
these words of praise: 

In honor of William Madison 
Wood, creator of Shawsheen Vil- 
lage, a founder and the presi- 
dent of the American Woolen 
Co., largest wool manufacturing 
concern in the world. He was an 
industrial genius that, from the 
experience of his own hard 
younger life, became a great 
benefactor of youth; a humani- 
tarian with broad vision and a 
public-spirited citizen whose 


good works, many unpublicized, 
reached in all directions. 

Still, Wood would like to 
review and possibly comment 
on the town’s plan, as he is enti- 
tled to do, before it is carried 
out, said Rattigan. 

“I’m glad Buzz brought it up 
so now we can do something 
about it,” said Selectmen Chair- 
man Brian Major. 

Major said he would like to 
see a monument of some type, 
and possibly even benches 
installed, as early as next sum- 
mer. 

As for why it has taken so 
long to create a memorial, 
Major said the likely explana- 
tion is that people forgot. 

The donations were given to 
the town before he or any other 
current selectman held office, he 
said. 

“It’s almost beneficial people 
forgot. Now, it’s 10 times the 
amount,” said Major. 

There has been no official 
dialog by selectmen on how to

spend the $1 million. 

For anything other than the 
memorial, Town Meeting will 
need to give its approval. 

Based on a 2000 letter from 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Revenue, “Because the donor 
of the money placed no restric- 
tions on its expenditure (other 
than that it be used for public 
purposes), the money — and 
interest earned on it — is essen- 
tially indistinguishable from 
other unrestricted municipal 
funds, such as free cash.” 

Major said he can see the 
money being divided to support 
more than one community pro- 
ject, but could not specifically 
identify an actual task he would 
support funding. 

“T can tell you how it would- 
n't be spent. It wouldn’t be spent 
on operating,” said Major. 

“In my eyes it has to be 
something special. It has to 
reach out to a lot of people and 
be something the Wood family 
would be proud of.”

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Andover native co-edits 
Lowell’s new literary magazine 


By Judy Wakefield 

Armed with English and writing degrees 
from UMass Lowell and equal passions for 
writing, two longtime friends are tapping 
into Lowell’s burgeoning arts scene with a 
new literary magazine. 

It’s called Renovation Journal and is 
published just twice a year. But the future is 
looking very bright, according to the co-edi- 
tors, as two just-announced grants will keep 
the 75-page magazine afloat for at least 
another year. 

“I’m just so proud of it,” said co-editor 
Kate Hanson, a 1998 graduate of Andover 
High School who wrote frequently when 
she lived here, and went on to earn an Eng- 
lish degree from UMass Lowell. Now she 
lives in Lowell. 

She said Lowell’s creative side is very 
exciting these days as the city’s artist popu- 
lation is growing along with its theater 
devotion. Just this week, Merrimack Reper- 
tory Theater in Lowell announced its final 
curtain will not fall after all. Facing a 
$600,000 budget gap for next year, the the- 
ater turned to the public last month for 
financial help. There was an outpouring of 
support from longtime ticket subscribers 
and businesses. As a result, the theater will 
not be shutting down. 

That doesn’t surprise Hanson, as she said 
the arts are alive and well in Lowell and 
that’s why her magazine is doing well. But, 
there is plenty of room to grow as the city 
comes up short in literary outlets, she said. 

“The post-Kerouac scene sort of thrives 
in Lowell... It’s post-retro beatnik, but 
there’s no literary journal,” she said refer- 
ring to Lowell’s famed writer, Jack Ker- 
ouac. “So, to be able to do this is rewarding. 
We're getting our own faces and names... 
It’s a real genuine interest of mine.” 

The latest issue of Renovation Journal 
has a “neighbors” theme and the numerous 
writers are of all ages with varied back- 
grounds. While many are previously pub- 
lished, many are first-timers and the issue 
includes short stories, poems and black and 
white illustrations. The Revolving Museum 
in Lowell is a great neighbor to the Journal, 
as the museum lets the editors use space on 
an as-needed basis. 

Writers do not get paid, as they are sim- 
ply passionate about writing, as are Hanson 
and her co-editor Dennis Ludvino, who is a 
longtime friend. 

Ludvino grew up in Tewksbury and met 
Hanson years ago when they both worked 
at a Dunkin’ Donuts. Eventually, both 
enrolled at UMASS where he earned a writ- 
ing degree. 

They always shared a passion for writing 
and, while their writing tastes are different, 
there was always “that common thread,” 
Hanson said. They launched Renovation 
Journal earlier this year. The second edition 
came out this fall and the two are currently 
accepting submissions for their third issue, 
which will be published in the spring and 
will center around a family theme. 

“| had that postgraduate sort of thing 
where I was wondering what I was going to 
do with my life and my own publication 
sounded pretty good. And I knew that the 
literature and arts scene (in Lowell) could 
use it. We put out a call for submissions and 
people responded,” Ludvino said. 

He’s thrilled with two grants — from the 
Mogan Cultural Center of Lowell and the 
Lowell Cultural Council — which were 
awarded just last week. 

“What it means is that we are secure for 
another year and we are developing a col- 
laboration with them,” Ludvino said.

Safety Officer Bob Cronin 
said the public schools use cross- 
ing guards before and after 
school, but wouldn’t rule out the 
possibility of devices such as the 
one Phillips Academy is 
installing coming to town. 

Cronin said pedestrian safety 
is always a concern. According

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Andover native co-edits 
Lowell’s new literary magazine 


By Judy Wakefield 

Armed with English and writing degrees 
from UMass Lowell and equal passions for 
writing, two longtime friends are tapping 
into Lowell’s burgeoning arts scene with a 
new literary magazine. 

It’s called Renovation Journal and is 
published just twice a year. But the future is 
looking very bright, according to the co-edi- 
tors, as two just-announced grants will keep 
the 75-page magazine afloat for at least 
another year. 

“[’m just so proud of it,” said co-editor 
Kate Hanson, a 1998 graduate of Andover 
High School who wrote frequently when 
she lived here, and went on to earn an Eng- 
lish degree from UMass Lowell. Now she 
lives in Lowell. 

She said Lowell’s creative side is very 
exciting these days as the city’s artist popu- 
lation is growing along with its theater 
devotion. Just this week, Merrimack Reper- 
tory Theater in Lowell announced its final 
curtain will not fall after all. Facing a 
$600,000 budget gap for next year, the the- 
ater turned to the public last month for 
financial help. There was an outpouring of 
support from longtime ticket subscribers 
and businesses. As a result, the theater will 
not be shutting down. 

That doesn’t surprise Hanson, as she said 
the arts are alive and well in Lowell and 
that’s why her magazine is doing well. But, 
there is plenty of room to grow as the city 
comes up short in literary outlets, she said. 

“The post-Kerouac scene sort of thrives 
in Lowell... It’s post-retro beatnik, but 
there’s no literary journal,” she said refer- 
ring to Lowell's famed writer, Jack Ker- 
ouac. “So, to be able to do this is rewarding. 
We're getting our own faces and names... 
It’s a real genuine interest of mine.” 

The latest issue of Renovation Journal 
has a “neighbors” theme and the numerous 
writers are of all ages with varied back- 
grounds. While many are previously pub- 
lished, many are first-timers and the issue 
includes short stories, poems and black and 
white illustrations. The Revolving Museum 
in Lowell is a great neighbor to the Journal, 
as the museum lets the editors use space on 
an as-needed basis. 

Writers do not get paid, as they are sim- 
ply passionate about writing, as are Hanson 
and her co-editor Dennis Ludvino, who is a 
longtime friend. 

Ludvino grew up in Tewksbury and met 
Hanson years ago when they both worked 
at a Dunkin’ Donuts. Eventually, both 
enrolled at UMASS where he earned a writ- 
ing degree. 

They always shared a passion for writing 
and, while their writing tastes are different, 
there was always “that common thread,” 
Hanson said. They launched Renovation 
Journal earlier this year. The second edition 
came out this fall and the two are currently 
accepting submissions for their third issue, 
which will be published in the spring and 
will center around a family theme. 

“I had that postgraduate sort of thing 
where I was wondering what I was going to 
do with my life and my own publication 
sounded pretty good. And I knew that the 
literature and arts scene (in Lowell) could 
use it. We put out a call for submissions and 
people responded,” Ludvino said. 

He’s thrilled with two grants — from the 
Mogan Cultural Center of Lowell and the 
Lowell Cultural Council — which were 
awarded just last week. 

“What it means is that we are secure for 
another year and we are developing a col- 
laboration with them,” Ludvino said.

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So it’s full steam ahead for these two 20- 
somethings who host poetry readings in 
Lowell.

“Architecturally, Lowell’s renaissance is 
about building on existing structures. We 
were inspired by that basic foundation,” 
said Hanson, who also works for a publish- 
er in Ipswich. “We had lots of artsy, creative 
names but picked Renovation Journal 
because of that.”

College coach offers help to endzone 


By Judy Wakefield 

The rallying cry of parents 
with high school upperclassmen 
usually goes like this around the 
holidays — Help! 

It has nothing to do with holi- 
day wrapping and shopping. 
Rather, parents are trying to get 
their teens to wrap up college 


applications and essays, some of 


which are due during the next few 
weeks. 

Many colleges have applica- 
tion deadlines on Jan. | and 15. 
Meanwhile, the high-schoolers 
are gleefully absorbed in school 
activities, leaving their parents to 
pull out their hair as they wonder 
whether their teenagers are ever 
going to get around to writing 


their essays and applications. 

“There’s tension... and a lot of 
it, between the parent and the 
child this time of year,” says 
Donna Chretien, a local college 
coach whose 4-year-old business 
is based at her home in Andover. 

She said more parents are turn- 
ing to her for some guidance in 
what can be a very tense time for 
their families. 

“Mom and dad can bring some 
angst to the situation, absolutely,” 
said Chretien, a longtime school 
counselor who has master’s 
degrees in education and counsel- 
ing. She had just one client four 
years ago when she launched her 
business and now has 16, most of 
whom are attending Andover 


With a $5,000 grant from 
| the RBC Dain Rauscher Foun- 
dation, the Merrimack Valley 
YMCA’s Lawrence branch 
will be able to sustain its 
Junior Teen Achievers pro- 
gram. 

This youth development 
program for kids, age 11 to 13, 
focuses on career develop- 
ment, academic achievement, 
leadership development, and 
social development.

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High School. 

Over 95 percent of AHS gradu- 
ates go on to college, according to 
the guidance director Aixa deKel- 
ley. 

About 85 percent of the current 
senior class of 366 students has 
already applied to college. 

Guidance counselors handle 
college applications for AHS stu- 
dents for free, but with the aver- 
age load of 260 kids per guidance 
counselor — 60 of whom are 
seniors — deKelley said counselors 
are extremely busy. Her team of 
7.5 counselors has already 
processed some 1,800 transcripts 
for colleges this school year. 

DeKelley said she knows 
many parents would prefer a more 
personalized service when it 
comes to applying to colleges. 
Chretien said she could easily take 
on more clients, if she had the 
time. 

“T could work 24/7,” she said 
of her business, where parents pay 
$75 an hour for her service, which 
focuses on getting teens orga- 
nized. Customers typically need at 
least four hours of college coach- 
ing, she said. Chretien steps in for 
parents and takes over the 
stressed-out scene. 

A new twist on her business 
this year was bringing an out-of- 
state admissions official to 
Andover. Chretien brought admis- 
sions counselor Heidi Farber from 
Quinnipiac University in Ham- 
den, Conn. to her home and set up 
interviews for four teens who 
applied to the college. 

Farber said she typically inter- 
views applicants at college fairs 
and at meetings arranged by high 
school guidance counselors. But 
when independent education con- 
sultants, like Chretien, set up 
meetings elsewhere, she is happy 
to go. 

“Basically, | am happy to meet 
with anyone with respect to Quin- 
nipiac,” she said. 

She, too, is aware that teens 


and deadlines don’t exactly go 
hand-in-hand, but meeting college 
application deadlines is impera- 
tive. Chretien emphasizes those 
deadlines. 

Her first step with a new client 
is to separate parents from their 
college-applying teen. The dis- 
tance is important, as teens tend to 
open up more when their parents 
are not around. Focus and formu- 
lation follow, as teens are required 
to make lists of top-choice and 
secondary-choice colleges. 

Deadlines are mapped out, and 
Chretien calls teen clients often to 
make sure essays and applications 
are indeed being done. 

Parent Joanne Boilard of 
Andover survived a first round of 
that deadline stress when her son, 
Mark, was getting ready to gradu- 
ate from Andover High in 2003. 

He enrolled in college in the fall 
of 2003, but decided to transfer. 
The dreaded college application 
process was about to be revisited. 

“That's when I heard about 
Donna and I called her,” Boilard 
said. “College coaching really 
helps parents get through this 
stressful process.” 

Mark Boilard, who is now 
attending Quinnipiac University, 
agreed that getting some outside 
help during the college applica- 
tion process was beneficial. 

“| liked having someone to just 
sit down and talk to about it (other 
than my parents),” he said. “With- 
out her help, I can guarantee that I 
would not be where I am right 
now. 

Parent Kim Buxton of Andover 
called the college application 
process “large, daunting and 
stressful” for parents. 

Buxton said college coaching 
helped her son, Ryan Philpott, 
focus on his strengths and got him 
to do the required application 
writing on time. 

Philpott was just accepted to 
Wake Forest University, his first- 
choice college.

Urge to help blazes like a yule log 


Andoverites gave generously as helping out booms during this holiday season

t’s been 17 consecutive 
years and the 1,000-plus 
employees at the Internal 
Revenue Service in 
Andover just never seem to get 
tired. 

Their Toys for Tots annual 
toy drive was held again this 
year, with 3,500 toys and about 
$38,400 in cash donations col- 
lected. 

Wal-Mart in Tewksbury was 
ready and waiting as the team 
of eight IRS workers paired 
with a few Marines and 
dropped a whopping $20,000 at 
the store on Dec. 7.

Brenda Wilson, a manage- 
ment analyst at the IRS who 
formerly served as the coordi- 
nator of the Toys For Tots pro- 
gram for many years, said IRS 
workers never tire of the project 
because so many of them care 
about the less fortunate, espe- 
cially at the holidays. 

“It’s our pet project where 
we can reach out with commu- 
nity service,” she said. “Our

employees are so generous and 


just really care about people.” 


She said boxes are set up 
around the facility just-after 
Thanksgiving and many work- 
ers show up for work the very 
next day with contributions. 

Wilson also said the IRS 
donations from Andover make 
up 30 percent of the total con- 
tributions to the Toys for Tots 
drive in Massachusetts. 

She said the Andover office 
has been told many times over 
the years that they are the 
largest contributor, and the pro- 
gram would collapse without 
them. 

So the office on Lowell 
Street comes through every 
year. “It’s our one major 
fundraiser, and probably every 
single employee contributes,” 
Wilson said. 

Banknorth on Main Street 
was another Toys for Tots con- 
tributor as the Marines visited 
there last week to pick up the 
toys. 

“It was very successful and 
we had a ton of toys here,” said 
Nicole Andrade, assistant vice 
president of community rela- 
tions. 

Marines were at the Andover 
branch on Dec. 15 picking up 
toys donated by employees and 
customers, she said.

Parents, administrators urge restoration of axed programs

ARENTS AND EDI 
CATORS echoed an 
urgent plea for the 


School Committee to 


restore teachers and 
support programs in the 
three Andover middle 
schools 


Budget cuts over the 
past few years have cre- 


ated a loss that has 
weakened the quality of 
education at Doherty, 


West and Wood Hill 
middle schools, repre- 
sentatives told School 
Committee members 
during Tuesday night's 
meeting. 

“Never resource- 
rich, now we find our- 
selves resource-poor,” 
said Sharon Mason, a 
parent representative on 
the Doherty Middle 
School Council. 

School improvement plans 
for the middle schools in 2005 
all indicate that resurrecting stu- 
dent enrichment resources 
including staff, late buses and 
extracurricular activities, can no 
longer be ignored. 

Doherty parents requested 
that the following eight full- 
time faculty positions be rein- 
stated: librarian, media assis- 
tant, health teacher, guidance 
counselor, industrial arts 
teacher, technology specialist, 
computer room assistant and a 
foreign language teacher. 

Mason and Pat Donelan, 
Doherty’s parent speakers, said 
returning those teachers to the 
school’s staff roster would play 
a crucial role in helping pre- 
teens make some fateful choic- 
es. 

“Students today face many 
potential problems related to 
their social environment, such 
as drugs, tobacco, alcohol, eat- 
ing disorders, pregnancy and 
sedentary lifestyles,” Mason 
said. “The risk behaviors asso- 
ciated with these problems are 
largely preventable if students 
are given the knowledge and 
skills for eliminating them from 
their lives.” 

The Doherty Council also 
said their school’s guidance 
counselor is stretched too thin, 
having to provide personal and

school. Full-time 
industrial arts 
teachers were pre- 
viously removed 
from each school 
due to budget cuts. 

“Industrial arts 
teachers help mid- 
dle school stu- 
dents with valu- 
able skills, espe- 
cially useful on 
tests like MCAS,” 
said Mason. 
“Designing or 
building a book- 
case, for example, 
asks specific ques- 
tions on measure- 
ments and compu- 


tation. If the 
— shelves are off and

School Committee member 
Art Barber suggested that the 
schools prioritize their needs. 

“T know it’s hard,” Barber 
said. “But if we have the oppor- 
tunity to restore any positions or 
programs in the future, it would 
be helpful to see what you need 
the most.” 

Educators also agreed that an 
absence of industrial arts teach- 
ers and librarians at the middle- 
school level will have an 
adverse impact on students 
entering high school. 

The librarian at West Middle 
doubles as a full-time class 
teacher, limiting students’ and 
teachers’ access to research 
work, said Principal Denise 
Holmes. 

Norah McCarthy, Wood Hill 
Middle principal, said restricted 
library time was a “sad” situa- 
tion at her school as well. 

“It’s a terrible shame for 
middle schools, or any school, 
not to have a librarian or a func- 
tioning library,” McCarthy said. 
“We have a beautiful library 
that children aren’t allowed to 


access as often as they need to.” 

Principals in all three schools 
said state curriculum frame- 
works for science and technolo- 
gy require one full year of 
industrial arts education span- 
ning three years of middle 


through trial and 
error that learning 
has consequences.”

The 2004-05 Andover High girls gym- 
nastics team hopes to do its best Carly Patter- 
son impression and bring home the gold this 
season. 

Coach Julie Chapman is talking seriously 
about the Lady Warriors duplicating their 
2000 performance by winning the state title in 
late February.
